Burles on, who wa s to become 
Pos tma s ter Genera l under Pres ­ 
ident Woodrow Wils on, offered a 
motion decla ring the s pea k er­ 
s hip va ca nt.

Speaking in simple Hindusta­ 
ni, she say s the troubtes of these 
people is the fault of that other 
Indian lady , Prime Minister In­ 
dira Gandhi. 
This elegant woman is Gay a- 
tri Dev i, Maharani of the late 
Maharaja of J aipur, and now 
the Rajmata, ‘‘the queen moth­ 
er.” 
She is campaigning to retain 
her seat in Parliament, in the 
elections set for the first week 
of March. 
As a leader of the conserv a­ 
tiv e Swatantra party . Gay atri 
Dev i is one of the strongest can­ 
didates among the forces try ing 
to depriv e Mrs. Gandhi’s Con­ 
gress party of the majority it 
needs to rule effectiv ely . 
The Rajmata, at 5 1, is two 
y ears y ounger than Mrs. Gan­ 
dhi. Both hav e entered political 
maturity with grace, v ijgor and 
popularity . 
Long before Mrs. Gandhi was * 
introduced to the world as In­ 
dia’s woman prime minister, 
Gay atri Dev i was well known 
outside the country as one of the 
world’s most beautiful women 
—a princess of Cooch Bihar who 
had killed 25 tigers before her 
25 th birthday , and who had 
married one of India’s ablest 
and wealthiest maharajas. 
She entered politics in 1962, 
when she was elected to Parlia­ 
ment. She easily won re-election 
in 1967 . 
Mrs. Gandhi’s sudden call in 
December for new elections 
came in the middle of the Raj- 
mata’s y ear of official mourning 
for her husband. The maharaja 
died last J une in England, 
stricken by a heart attack while 
play ing polo. 
At the end of J anuary , the 
RajmaU said; ‘‘I was still hop­ 
ing that someone else would 
contest from this district.” But 
the Swatantra party insisted she 
was the only strong candidate, 
and also could foot the cam­ 
paign bill. 


Her last hesitations ended 
with a meeting of lotal priests, 
who gav e her the theoI(x ticaI 
go-ahead.

Money also is a big factor. 
Schafler claims that his com(>a- 
ny ’s one-arm robot is able to do 
the work of two men on certain 
jobs, and do it better, with less 
downtime—and, of course, with 
no fringe benefits or (pensions.

worker’s salary and fringes 
amount to $9,000 a y ear, the to­

Moreov er, Schafler say s, **it 
won’t suffer from fatigue, will 
not need rest periods or coffee- 
breaks, and while it nev er will 
replace an artisan it will do a 
job ex actly as taught.

Unimation and AMF Indus­ 
tries are the two largest manu­ 
facturers of one-arm industrial 
robots, but so small is the indus­ 
try today that it is doubtful if 
more than 5 00 of their machines 
are now in use.

Historians 
Overlook 
Women 


DURHAM, 
N.C. 
(AP) 
- 
Women came in the second ship­ 
load of colonists and have been 
here ever since but, says Anne 
Firor Scott, their part in Ameri­ 
ca’s development b seldom 
found in history books. 
“ Poets and novelists rarely 
overlook women,” the Duke 
University associate professor 
of histo^ notes. "Historians of­ 
ten do. Frequently they write as 
if half the human race did not 
exist... There are fat text­ 
books in American history which 
mention women three or four 
times, and a good deal more at­ 
tention is paid to a single politi­ 
cal leader or some short-lived 
political movement than to the 
accomplishments of women in 
300 years.” 
Three books by Dr. Scott deal­ 
ing with the historical role of 
American women have just 
been published. Each, Dr. Scott 
feels, helps to bring perspective 
into American history. 
“ 'The Southern Lady,” written 
by Dr. Scott, has been published 
by the University of Chicago 
PYess. Subtitled “ From Ped^ 
tal to PoliUcs, 1830-1930,” it dis­ 
mantles the myth that the wom­ 
an of the Old South was a deli­ 
cate creature wholly dependent 
upon and subservient to men, 
something to be seen and not 
heard. The book traces the story 
of the Southern woman’s eman­ 
cipation. 
“ The American Woman. Who 
was she?,” edited by Dr. Scott, 
has been published by Prentice- 
Hall, Inc. Centering on women 
in the century after the Civil 
War, it contains 50 selections 
and comprises the latest volume 
in Prentice-HaU’s “ Eyewitness 
Accounts of American History 
Series.” 
“ Women in American Ufe,” 
selected readings assembled by 
Dr. Scott, has been published by 
Houghton Mifflin as part of its 
“ Life in America Series.” De­ 
signed for high school use, the 
traces tlw history of Amer­ 
ican women from the earliest 
Indian societies to the current 
feminist 
revival, 
describing 
their struggles for recognition 
and equality in political, educa­ 
tional, social and economic mat­ 
ters. 
Mrs. Scott, a Georgia native 
active in women’s affairs in 
North Carolina, the region and 
the nation, detects large gaps in * 
the standard history books. 
It is time, she said, for the 
male majority among histo­ 
rians. “ to examine these as­ 
sumptions, to correct the biases 
built into their work and to re­ 
vise their accounts of historical 
events accordingly.” 
An upsurge 
interest in 
women’s history was evident at 
the recent meeting of the Amer­ 
ican Historical Association in 
Boston.

WASHINGTON (AP) - “Free 
prices and wag es are the heart 
o f o ur eco no mic sy stem. We 
sho uld no t sto p them fro m wo rk­ 
ing ev en to cure an inflatio nary 
fev er.” 
Thus, in his annual eco no mic 
repo rt to Co ng ress, President 
Nix o n ex pressed his stro ng est 
rejectio n to date o f wag e and 
price co ntro ls as a way to co m­ 
bat inflatio n. 
No w, a little mo re than two 
weeks later, Nix o n is repo rted 
to be serio usly co nsidering 
clamping a wag e and price 
freeze o n the co nstructio n indus- 
tiy . 
Ev en a tempo rary freeze 
wo uld represent a dramatic 
turnabo ut in Nix o n’s thinking . 
When Co ng ress g ranted him the 
po wer to impo se tempo rary 
wag e and price co ntro ls last 


y ear, Nix o n said it was po wer 
he didn’t want and wo uldn’t use. 
The law permits the President 
to set tempo rary max imums o n 
wag es, prices and rents at any 
lev eb no t belo w tho se o f May 
25,19 7 0. 
Nix o n held o ut the po ssibility 
o f g o v ernment interv entio n in 
that eco no mic messag e, and in 
a December speech befo re the 
Natio nal Asso ciatio n o f Manu­ 
facturers in New Yo rk. 
Still, tho se statements g av e no 
hint Nix o n was co nsidering such 
a drastic step as a wag e and 
price freeze, an actio n usually 
co nfined to times o f war o r run­ 
away inflatio n. 
A step mo st frequently men­ 
tio ned in the industry as easing 
the situatio n is repeal o r suspen­ 
sio n o f the Dav is-Baco n law 
which establishes unio n rates o n 


federal co nstructio n pro jects. 
It is also a mo v e that Arthur

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Vietnam Boasts Another Face — Capitalism 
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LONG AN, Vietnam (AP) — 
Pham Van Nuoi is one of a new 
breed 
peasant capitalists in 
the rice-rich Mekoi^ Delta. The 
Viet Cong wouM Uke to ‘feed 
him copper candy ’ -death, in 
Charlie's jargon. 
But there aren't enough VC 
left in Lmig An Province to 
make the threat sUck. The 
Americans cleaned most ot 
them out, guerrilla stray s are 
effectively held in check by the 
South Vietnamese army and 
Nuoi is making money . 
Three y ears ago y ou couldn’t 
ride down Highway 4 from Sai­ 
gon to the Camau Peninsula 
without getting ambushed in 
broad day light. 
Nuoi could hear the firing 
from the highway in his palm 
frond hooch a bare two miles 
away . He remembers ty ing his 
ironwood ancestral bed on the 
roof for protection against the 
mortars that thudded into his 
paddies each night. 
Now the bed is used for sleep­ 
ing again. The highway is open 
to midnight. A new brick house 
with a tile roof has replaced the 
old thatched hut, and only the 
wind from the South China Sea 
disturbs the rippling fields of 
lush green rice. 
Nuoi’s ancestors, buried in the 
land they tilled for more than a 
century , wouldn’t recognize the 
IR-8 high-y ield rice covering 
their four acres. Nor would they 
understand the strange mechan­ 
ical water buffalo that plows 
their soil without stopping to 
munch grass on the paddy 
dikes. 
In their day the Vietnamese 
had a say ing: “ Rice is blood’’— 
meaning backbreaking toil with 
very little reward. But for Nuoi 
rice is piasters in the bank, a 
pond full of fat ducks and a 
transistor radio. 
He attributes his success to 
miracle rice, brought to Long 
An Province by the Americans, 
and a wily J apanese tractor 
salesman who persuaded him to 
give up his water buffalo for a 
mechanical tiller. 
Nuoi had to borrow about 
$1,200 frmn an agricultural la­ 
bor union to pay for the ma­ 
chine three y ears ago. The debt 
is paid off now, and Nuoi has 
enough financial security to 
play the rice market like a Wall 
Street broker. 
He only sells when the price is 
right. 
Where it used to take him four 
day s with the buffalo, Nu<h can 
now plow his land in one day . 
This gives him spare time to 
work his neighbors’ land for a 
flat rate of $60. 
High-y ield rice has increased 
his annual harvest to roughly 11 
tons. He gets an average of $4 
per gia. With his profitable 
plowing business, this provides 
an annual income of nearly 
$3,000. 
It wouldn’t go far in inflation- 
plagued Saigon, but in the Delta 
country side, Nuoi is a rich man, 
a rice baron. 
This makes him a prime can­ 
didate for Viet Cong assassina­ 
tion, or at the very least a mid­ 
night visit from a “ tax collec-

The government 
claims it controls 81.9 per cent 
of the population, 10 per cent be­ 
low the national average. 
At least four Viet Cong batta­ 
lions are known to be operating 
in regions officially termed 
“ contested. ” Ben Tre is fre­ 
quently shelled, hamlets are at­ 
tacked and Tuong never knows 
when he might bump into one of 
his old Viet Cong buddies. 


Liberation

BEN TREN Vietnam — Bui 
Cong Tuong has been a card- 
carry ing Communist for 23 
y ears. He knows only four 
words of English: “fascist dev- 
ils” and “ imperialist pigs." 
As propaganda chief for Kien 
Hoa Province, he helped estab­ 
lish one of the most powerful 
Viet Cong infrastructures in 
South Vietnam. When he trav­ 
eled through the water-laced 
Mekong Delta, the assassination 
squads were never far behind. 
His calling cards were leaflets 
—and sometimes an AK47 bul­ 
let. Both persuaded many a 
placid rice farmer to swap his 
plow for a gun. 
Recently , Tuong defected to 
the Saigon government which he 
had so recently denounced as an 
“‘Apierican puppet. ” He is now 
a colonel in the Chieu Hoi (Open 
Arms) pri^ram, working to un­ 
dermine the guerrilla cadres he 
once recruited. 
Through an interpreter Tuong 
explained why : 
“ It took me a long time to 
realize that communism is not 
the right way for my people. It 
started with the Tet offensive in 
1968. I objected to the tactics. 
Why kill so many people in a 
general offensive when y ou can 
win their minds with words? 
“ There were other things. As 
prqiaganda chief, I was allowed 
to monitor all radio broadcasts 
—capitalist and Communist. I 
heard that while the Russians 
were fighting with the Chinese, 
the Americans had landed on 
the moon. 


Communism Lost Him 


Bui Cong Tuong is now a colonel in the South 
Vietnamese Chien Hoi (Open Arms) program — 
working to undermine the Viet Cong guerrillas he 
once recruited. He recently defected to Saigon after 
23 years as a card-carrying Communist. Working as 
a Viet Cong propaganda chief he had become 
disillusioned because "W hen we lost a battle I said 
we won. That in itself was defeat." (AP) 


“ How could we defeat such 
technology ? Why should we 
want to defeat it? My country 
needs it.’’ 
Tuong had another reason : 
“ I am a thinker, a pen-holder. 
1 want to write the truth. For 
the Viet Cong 1 had to write lies. 
When we lost a battle I said we 
won. That in itself was defeat." 
In 1966 Tuong helped make se­ 
curity arrangements for a Com­ 
munist Chinese delegation that 
visited the Delta, but be never 


saw the Chinese himself. The 
following y ear he escorted five 
Russians on a 12-day tour of 
Kien Hoa Province. 


“ The leader of the Soviet 
group was a one-star general," 
said Tuong. “ There was also a 
captain who taught me Ukraini­ 
an folk dances. I don’t know 
who the others were, nor was I 
ever told how they came here.’’ 
“ We traveled mostly at night 
and visited 10 hamlets.

I>umont, the 26-year-old execu­ 
tiv e director of Env ironmental 
Action CoaUiion of New York, 
was raised in Indiana and never 
thought much about pollution 
until she moved here in 1968. 
i don't know why I reacted 
more strongly to it than most 
people," said the soft-spoken 
red-haired ex ecutor of a $100,000 
annual budget and such innov a- 
üv e projects as 
‘Trash 
Is 
Cash, 
a program to recycle 
solid wastes. 
"Actually , 1 think my concern 
was pretty av erage," she said. 
"I Just started out assuming 
that 1 could do something, and 
that 1 could be effectiv e. I 
thought 1 could make a differ­ 
ence. " 
By her own estimation, that's 
the only difference between her 
and most other people who 
would like a cleaner env iron­ 
ment but fail to act. 
A graduate of Western Re­ 
serv e Univ ersity in Clev eland. 
Karen knew little about urban 
problems and even less about 
ecology when she moved to New 
York in 1968 with her husband, 
a 
paleontologist 
with 
the 
Museum of Natural History . 
In cdlege, she said, "I wor­ 
ried about graduating, not about 
cau.ses ' Her major was Eng­ 
lish, followed by brief study to­ 
ward a master’s degree in med­ 
ical literature research. 
Karen was working as an ad­ 
ministrativ e assistant for Vas- 
sar College last spring when, by 
chance, she attended an ecology 
conference at Barnard College 
here that led to formation of the 
coalition, 
a 
nongov ernment 
group. 
Teaming up with young law­ 
y ers and others-“I decided the 
time had come to stop com­ 
plaining and do something 
Karen Joined the coalition full 
time to help plan “Earth Day " 
last April. 
"It was Just great," she said 
of the coalition's coming-out. 
**We announced ‘Earth Day ' 
and thousands of people showed 
up on Fifth Av enue to buy but­ 
tons and listen to speeches. 
"But it turned out we spent 
$12,000 and raised $2,000," she 
said. “So that's the way we 
started—with 
no 
money , 
¿ 
$10,000 deficit and a meeting to 
decide whether we should keep 
going. " 
The decision was affirmativ e 
and within eight months~in No­ 
v ember—Karen was appointed 
ex ecutiv e director at $100 a 
week. 
One of her major projects 
im)w 


is “Trash Is Cash," a coalition 
program launched last October 
to pay New Yorkers to turn in 
reusable bottles, papers and 
cans for recy cling by industry . 
At first the coalition planned 
to sell the materials to industry , 
then pay donors one-half of the 
income, Karen said, but dona­ 
tions by indiv iduals prov ed too 
costly to process. There have 
been no payments so far. 
“Now we re try ing to reorgan- 
i2e the program around cdlec- 
tions by community groups, " 
she said. “Otherwise, it won't 
work. " 
Other coalition programs deal 
with env ironmental education, 
including work with school chil­ 
dren, distribution of pamphlets 
and operation of Volunteer 
Speaker's Bureau to train volun­ 
teers in ecology and public 
speaking.

Indu strial produ ction, one of 
the first significant economic in- 
dicat(» ^s reported this y ear, ad­ 
v anced by sev en-tenths of 1 per 
cent in Janu ary , the Federal 
Reserv e Board said Tu esday . 


At any other time, the gain 
might hav e been significant. 
Bu t. the board said, factory ou t­ 
pu t is still catching u p from the 
knockou t blow of last fall’s Gen­ 
eral Motors’ strike. 
Ex clu ding the u nseasonably 


high 18 per cent increase in au to 
produ ction, ou tpu t of the na­ 
tion’s factories showed contin­ 
u ing slack, with declines in pro­ 
du ction of telev ision sets and 
other 
appliances, 
indu strial, 
commercial and defense eq u ip­ 
ment and commercial aircraft. 
A spdiesman for Nix on’s 
Cou ncil of Economic Adv isers 
said the produ ction index for 
Janu ary "is a good figu re. It 
doesn’t set the world on fire, bu t 
it’s a good steady figu re.’’ 
He said the most encou raging 
signs are the au to produ ction 
snapback and a stepu p in steel 
ou tpu t, 
reflecting 
indu stry 
stockpiling in anticipation of a 
strike later this y ear.

The ex pansionary fiscal policy 
calls for back-to-back deficits 
totaling more than $30 billion 
this fiscal y ear and nex t. The 
administration is asking Con­ 
gress to approv e a near-record 
increase of abou t $40 billion in 
the national debt limit to make 
the heav ier spending possible. 
The Janu ary indu strial pro­ 
du ction index indicated the ad­ 
ministration has a long way to 
go before reaching tlw su per­ 
fast pace Nix on has laid ou t for 
19 71. 
The index climbed to 16 5.1 per 
cent of the 19 57-59 av erage, 2 
per cent below the lev el prior to 
the au to strike and still 5.4 per 


cent u nder the peak reached in 
Ju ly 19 6 9 , when the economy 
was in high gear. 
The Federal Reserv e Sy stem 
su pplied ev idence Tu esday it is 
ready to assist the President in 
his goal of ex pansion. 
The sy stem’s Open Market 
Committee, managers of the"

May nard, 21, of Jordan, Utah, 
in September 196 9 at Da Nang. 
The report in Monday 's edi­ 
tions, said fou r escapees from 
the Marine brig at Da Nang and 
one AWOL Marine were heading 
towards a wooden hou se they 
shared with two Vietnamese 
girls when they ran into the pa­ 
trol April 29 ,19 6 9 . 
May nard, now jailed at the 
Portsmou th, N.H., nav al brig, 
was q u oted by the newspaper as 
say ing he and the others were 
recognized as fu gitiv es and the 
patrol demanded their weapons. 
He said the two grou ps faced 
each other with weapons ready 
bu t the fu gitiv es gav e u p their 
gu ns after the patrol sergeant 
promised he wou ld let them go, 
the newspaper’s accou nt said. 
"So we tu rned arou nd and 
took off, not ru nning, y ou know 
what I mean, kind of jogging, 
becau se y ou know we thou ght 
we were free.
